Twisters 
kill 3 
in Dixie

A fast-moving cold front smashed 
into hot, humid air covering Dixie and 
touched off tornadoes and flash floods 
which killed three persons and injured 
m ore than IOO. 
Three other persons were reported 
missing at Southhaven, Miss. 
At least nine twisters spiraled down 
out of driving rainstorm s and cut paths 
of destruction in southern Louisiana, 
n o rth ern A labam a and T ennessee 
T uesday night and early today. 
Flooding was also reported in portions 
of West Virginia. 
The storm system m oved 
into 
Georgia and the Carolinas during the 
night and portions of the three states 
rem ained under a tornado watch until 5 
a m. EST 
Hundreds of houses 
and 
trailer 
homes were destroyed or damaged. 
One of the twisters ripped into an 
elem entary school at Southhaven and 
sliced the roof from the main building 
where i,400 pupils huddled in hallways. 
Six of the children were among the 62 
persons injured in the Southhaven 
area. 
The tornado also destroyed three 
p o rtab le classro o m s, sm ashed 56 
mobile homes in a nearby trailer park, 
dam aged 71 others and left wide 
dam age in another trailer park. 
At Huntsville, Ala., at least 42 per­ 
sons were injured when a tornado 
ripped through the Huntsville-Decatur 
Jetport and nearby trailer park. The

Service 
said 
it 
clocked winds at 94 miles an hour 
before the instrum ents broke. 
Another twister injured three per­ 
sons in Vinemont, about 35 miles south 
of Huntsville, where several houses 
were damaged. A m arina at Smith 
Lake, about 15 miles west of Cullman, 
Ala., was destroyed, 
At least three tornadoes touched 
down in Tennesee, at Birchwood and in 
Maury and Henderson counties. Fif­ 
teen persons were reported injured at 
Birchwood. 
Also in Tennessee, the Harpeth and 
Duck rivers went over their banks and 
officials said the Harpeth would crest 
at five feet above flood stage, the high­ 
est since flooding last spring caused 
millions of dollars in damage.

least 950 employes Jan. 7. 
Economists and labor leaders say it 
is still too early to determ ine the full 
impact of the energy crisis on jobs 
The nation’s jobless rate had been 
anticipated to rise next year as the 
nation’s economic growth slowed, and 
the fuel shortage now is expected to add 
to it. 
Some p riv ate econom ists have 
forecast an unemployment rate next 
year of anywhere from 5 to 8 per cent, 
compared to the current rate of 4.5 per 
cent. 
A rate of 6 per cent would throw an 
additional 1.3 million Americans out of 
work on top of the 4.1 million now 
without jobs. 
But President Nixon’s Council of 
Economic Advisers has challenged the 
higher forecasts and has scheduled a 
news conference Thursday to declare 
that the energy crisis will have no 
massive impact on the economy and 
unemployment, it was learned. 
Sources said that the council will say 
they expect the unemployment rate 
will not reach 6 per cent next year. 
Labor leaders, mindful of the ad­ 
m in istra tio n ’s optim istic fo recasts 
earlier this year on bringing inflation 
under control, remain unconvinced. 
“ We’re worried about it and are 
watching the situation,’’ said an official 
of the Oil, Chemical and Atomic 
Workers union in Denver. “ We’re con­ 
vinced there’s going to be shortages of 
petrochem icals,” and this will affect 
jobs in, among others, the fertilizer, 
chem ical, 
cosm etic 
and 
p h a r­ 
maceutical industries, he said. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany 


urged Congress to insure that workers 
are compensated for their losses The 
Labor Federation successfully lobbied 
for inclusion in the emergency energy 
bill approved by the Senate provisions 
that would protect workers who are 
laid off. 
In addition to the 950 layoffs an­ 
nounced Tuesday, United Airlines also 
said it may have to reduce working 
hours and pay if the fuel shortage wor­ 
sens.

AUTOS — General Motors has an­ 
nounced that it will close 16 plants in 
the United States and Canada for one 
week beginning Dec 17 because of the 
fall-off in new car sales. 
CONSTRUCTION - The Associated 
General Contractors of America said it 
anticipates severe problems under the 
present fuel allocation system and 
cited a survey indicating “thousands 
out of work” and the situation “wor­ 
sening daily.” 
In Ohio alone, it said, 22 construction 
projects were closed down this week 
because of gas, diesel and propane 
shortages, resulting in the loss of 2,200 
jobs. 
PETROCHEMICALS - The Society 
of the Plastics Industry forecasts that 
1.6 million workers will be laid off in 
1974. 


STEEL — Industry officials warn of 
the loss of 30,000 to 40,000 jobs next 
year if fuel oil supplies are cut back to 
1972 levels.

Gasoline rationing 
appears step nearer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gasoline 
rationing is looming a step closer as 
President Nixon’s Cabinet-level energy 
group has soured on fuel-saving tax 
ideas. 
“ Almost everybody is leaning toward 
rationing,” an adm inistration source 
said, describing 
the 
attitudes 
ex­ 
pressed in a meeting Tuesday of the 
Emergency Energy Action Group as­ 
signed by Nixon to recommend energy- 
crisis policy. 
The source said even 
Treasury 
S ecretary G eorge P. Shultz, the 
strongest advocate of a gasoline tax to 
avoid rationing, was “not all that firm ” 
for taxes in the meeting. 
But the group has not yet m ade up its 
mind and was to discuss the issues 
again Thursday, the source said. 
“What Shultz really would like to do 
is take the lid right off gasoline prices,” 
the source related, but he said neither 
Shultz nor anyone else thought this 
should be done as long as there is a 
gasoline shortage. 
Unlimited prices, he said, would only 
open the way for oil companies to roll 
up windfall profits by overcharging 
customers in a shortage m arket. 
The notion of imposing a tax of 30 to 
40 cents per gallon, to discourage un­ 
necessary gasoline use had some ap­ 
peal, but the source said the Cabinet 
group appeared to be reaching the 
conclusion a tax would take too long to 
clear Congress and would act too 
slowly to cut gasoline use. 
Although P resident 
Nixon said 
Sunday night that gasoline supplies will 
bo reduced 15 per cent to increase the 
supplies of other petroleum fuels, the 
adm inistration’s crisis strategy calls 
for a 30 per cent gasoline cutback. 
And 
adm inistration 
sources 
said 
Tuesday the cuts probably will be in­ 
creased to 30 per cent over the next 
several months. 
One source said it now is virtually 
certain that the distribution of all 
petroleum fuels and crude oil will be 
placed under government control at the 
wholesale level. 


So far, only propane gas and the 
“middle distillates” including home 
heating oil and diesel and jet fuel are 
under such controls.

DUBAI (AP) — Three Palestinian 
hijackers released their hostages today 
and walked off the Dutch jumbo jet 
they had been forcing around the 
eastern M editerranean since Sunday 
night, the Dutch airline KLM reported. 
A spokesman for the airline said the 
hijackers had been offered a safe 
passage from Dubai, the tiny Persian 
Gulf sheikdom where they put down 
during the night for the second time. 


Chilly tem peratures were expected 
to invade Fayette County today and 
tonight in the wake of heavy rains for 
the past few days.

Gruber pointed out that about 95 per 
cent of the crops in Fayette County 
have been harvested. He also said that 
fall plowing in Fayette County is 
generally ahead of last y ear’s pace. 
Gruber said that the heavy rainfall 
has pointed out the need for watershed 
development in Fayette County since 
most of the creeks and stream s are 
barely within their banks.

U. S. Steel sets 
price increases 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - U.S. Steel 
Corp., the nation’s largest producer, 
has announced plans to increase steel 
prices Jan. I by about 6 4 per cent on 
half of the industry’s product line. 


The increases would cover such steel 
products 
as 
rods, 
wire, 
oars, 
semifinished steel, plate, structural, 
tubular and railroad products. 
U.S. Steel said in the announcement 
late Tuesday that the hikes were “cost 
justified” and were in accordance with 
government regulations. 
There was no immediate reaction 
from the other Big IO steel companies, 
but traditionally they follow suit on 
pricing. 
U.S. Steel said that over all the hikes 
would amount to about 34- per cent on 
its total product line. 


The exact dollar increases were not 
spelled out. The company said they will 
be “given to customers within the next 
few days.” 
Most of the products involved now 
range from about $150 to $170 a t< n, and 
the 64* per cent hike would mean an 
average increase of about $9.7.> to $11

Arab leaders 
njaneuvering 
for accord 


ALGIERS (AP) — Leaders at the 
Arab summit conference have agreed 
on a resolution they hope will bring 
both 
the 
P alestinian 
guerrilla 
movement and Jordan to the proposed 
Arab-Israeli peace talks. 
With 
Jo rd an 
abstaining, 
the 
resolution was approved by all the 
other leaders at a private meeting 
Tuesday night and was to be adopted 
formally today at the closing session of 
the Arab summit meeting. 
The resolution was proposed by Mah- 
moud Riad, secretary general of the 
Arab League. He said it reaffirmed 
that 
Y asir 
A ra fa t’s 
Palestine 
Liberation Organization represents all 
Palestinian 
Arabs, 
including 
those 
living in Jordan. But the resolution did 
not explicitly repudiate Jordan’s claim 
to sovereignty over Arab Jerusalem 
and the west bank of the Jordan River, 
both populated by Palestinian Arabs. 
Jordan captured the two territories in 
the 1948 Palestine War and Israel 
conquered them in 1967. 
A Palestinian spokesman described 
the resolution as a “victory” but 
refused to indicate whether it would be 
enough to bring Arafat to the peace 
talks expected to open in Geneva on 
Dec. 18. 
Reports from Amman said King 
Hussein, who stayed away from the 
Algiers meeting to avoid a personal 
confrontation with Arafat, told the 
American and Soviet ambassadors 
there Tuesday he would boycott the

The Senate action sent it back to the 
House where Hep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., 
expected to head the House conferees 
on the legislation, said he felt it had no 
place on a debt bill. 
The debt limit increase measure 
must be signed by President Nixon by 
midnight Friday or the government 
will face severe financing problems. 
Senate sponsors of the proposal at­ 
tributed the vote for it to revelations in 
the Watergate probes about methods 
used to get private political contribu­ 
tions and about gifts made to former 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. 


Daylight saving 
clears hurdle 
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WASHINGTON (AP) 
The House 
has voted to put the nation on year 
round daylight saving, and the Senate 
is expected to follow suit later this 
week 
Senate action on the energy time bill, 
which President Nixon has cited as one 
of the measures he needs to meet the 
energy crisis, reportedly was being 
held up by a Republican threat to tack 
on a minimum wage increase. 
But Majority Leader Mike Mansfield, 
I) Mont., said Tuesday a move would 
lie made to table the amendment. 
The measure overwhelmingly passed 
by the House on Tuesday would set the 
nation's clocks ahead one hour on the 
first Sunday 15 days after the bill’s 
enactment. The country would remain 
on the energy time plan through 
October 1975 while the Department of 
Transportation conducted a study of its 
effects. 
According to the White House, year- 
round daylight saving could reduce 
electricity and heating demands by as 
much as three per cent, particularly in 
northern areas. 
But supporters of the bill have been 
cautious about predicting potential fuel 


savings The country’s only previous 
experience with year-round daylight 
saving came during wartime when 
energy demands were vastly different 
from today’s. 
The bill is receiving reluctant sup­ 
port from farm belt legislators, who 
traditionally oppose daylight saving 
Supporters of the measure also argue 
that shifting an hour of daylight from 
morning to night could reduce traffic 
accidents and cut crime.

Ala., and finding himself "two 
grades behind" others in his age group 
in a New York school. 
He had to struggle to make up his 
deficiencies, but before he had been 
graduated from high school he had 
already taken college-level courses at 
Fordham University. Moving on to 
Brooklyn Polytechnic, he supported 
himself by working as an assistant 
manager for Kentucky Fried Chicken. 
The opportunity to get into the “ co­ 
op" program at Pratt Institute led to a 
rewarding experience doing quality 
testing for General Motors in Pontiac,

WASHINGTON —- Marking that most 
melancholy of anniversaries, the 
doubters and the devout believers have 
had their say on the Presidency, the life 
and death of John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 
On one thing no one can disagree. His 
assassination was a blow from which 
the nation has not yet recovered. 
It was a blow particularly to the 
young who had seen in Kennedy new 
life, young life, bringing new hope to a 
system ruled by old men. They were 
taken by his style, the fresh ease of 
manner, the vigor (you can hear him 
saying 
the 
word) 
he 
brought 
to 
everything he did whether it was 
sailing a boat or holding a press con­ 
ference. 
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Three rifle shots in quick succession 
put an end to that. Coming toward the 
close of his third year in the office it 
foreclosed any judgment on whether he 
might have been a great President. 
He had after all, thanks to an on-the-

Rostow and 
Maxwell Taylor, committed the first 
10,000 American troops to battle in 
South Vietnam. That was the beginning 
of a ground force that grew under 
Lyndon Johnson to close to 250,000. 


ONE OF K EN N ED Y 'S trusted aides, 
Kenneth O’Donnell, says that in his 
second term the President intended to 
close out the American commitment. 
He felt that re-elected he would be able 
to make such a move without a serious 
backlash in public opinion. That he 
might have pulled America out of the 
Vietnam quagmire will always be 
conjecture. 
The heritage is the style, the gusto, 
the zest for life. The loss was as much 
symbolic as it was real in terms of 
statesmanship and policy. It is there 
the sorrow weighs most heavily with 
the succession of tragedies in the in­ 
tervening decade seeming to be linked 
to that first terrible blow.

second only to that directed at the 
President. A half-demented individual 
like Lee Harvey Oswald who killed his 
brother could fire the gun for all the 
protection that might surround Ken­ 
nedy as a candidate. 
President Kennedy once said no 
matter what the security, an assassin 
could always get through. It should be 
added, however, that the Kennedy’s 
often were scornful of their guardians, 
preferring to take risks rather than 
appear to be surrounded by police. 
The Kennedy family is haunted by 
tragedy.

minds of the voters, was not Ted 
Kennedy’s only mishap. He was nearly 
killed in the crash of a private plane 
that took the lives of two others and he 
spent months recuperating from a 
broken back. 
But personal tragedy to one side, the 
dilemma of Kennedy as candidate is 
the dilemma of the Democratic party. 
It is a failure to coalesce around a 
program. Kennedy’s first-rate staff has 
pushed along several 
programs, 
notably that for nationwide medical 
insurance. Yet progress is painfully 
slow and party policy is not focussed on 
the medical program. 
The turmoil of the past decade has 
taken its toll not only of the Kennedys 
but of the Democratic party which 
tends to be still a collection of hostile if 
not warring tribes. A victory in the 1974 
congressional races of the scope 
suggested by pollster George Gallup 
giving the Democrats in the House and 
Senate majorities sufficient to override 
any Presidential veto would have to be 
counted a victory by default.

Pratt. 27, of smuggling a gun to an 
inmate in the penitentiary. 
The inmate, Wayne Raney, 23, made 
his unsuccessful escape attempt July 
24. Two guards were killed in the at­ 
tempt. 


Pratt was found innocent in August of 
a charge of aiding an inmate to escape. 
The jury could not reach a decision on 
the gun smuggling charge, however. 
Haney was convicted of killing guard 
Arthur Sprouse, 41, in the escape at­ 
tempt A second guard, Gary Under­ 
wood. was fatally wounded by a stray 
bullet fired during the gun battle. 
At his August trial, Pratt denied 
smuggling the gun into the peniten­ 
tiary.

Officials at six 
major oil companies say President 
Nixon s call for decreased gasoline 
production and a ban on Sunday sales 
won t cause radical changes in their 
television advertising campaigns. 
The reason? 
They’ve long since 
Changed those campaigns to eliminate 
the once-familiar “buy gas” approach. 
They now emphasize gasoline con­ 
servation, new efforts to find oil, or 
both. 
And the onset of the nation’s gasoline 
shortage early this year already has 
caused a sharp cutback in the amount 
all oil companies in the U.S. once 
lavishly spent on TV advertising.

engineer for the utility "W e would still 
need a lot of coal " 
For the past year, Klumb has been 
working the bugs out of a system that 
shreds St I/mis trash and feeds it to a 
huge boiler at the utility's Meramec 
power plant So far, the project has had 
mixed results 
" I have to say I'm cautiously op­ 
timistic that we can make our system 
work W e’ve had some problems in the 
past year, but I feel the basic system is 
sound and we can go ahead and think 
about expansion to handle the trash for 
the whole area," said Klumb 
The engineer is quick to point out. 
however, that the trashfuel project 
does more than provide a small per 
centage of the utility’s fuel and reduce 
solid waste problems. 
"W hat we are really talking about is 
a recovery process Right now the city 
is removing the ferrous materials, the 
iron and steel, from the trash with 
magnets and selling the material to 
Granite City Steel, where it is being 
recycled 


"And now we are working on ways of 
removing copper, aluminum and other 
valuable metals from the trash before 
it is fed to the furnace." he said. 


One of 
the early 
problems 
en­ 
countered by the project resulted from 
glass in the trash. Engineers at the 
plant soon 
learned the 
glass 
was 
wearing out carbon steel pipes from the 
inside as trash was blown through 
pneumatic tubes from a storage silo to 
the furnace. At each bend, the glass 


chipi»ed away at the pi|>es until if wore 
holes through them 
The plant also found it is creating its 
own solid waste disposal problem by 
burning the trash 
( ’hunks of wood, 
metal and heavy plastic in the trash 
have a tendency to fall through the 
furnace without burning This residue 
Is sluiced from tho ash pit and pumped 
to settling ponds, where it is piling up 
Ash from pulverized coal, the main 
fuel at the plant, also piles up, hut it is 
sold by the ton to manufacturers of 
cement blocks and to street and high 
way departments that use it on snow 
covered roads 
The 
problems of 
the 
glass

residue may lie eliminated soon bv a 
new piece of equipment added to the 
city’s trashshredding facility 
"They arc working to perfect their 
classifier,’ an apparatus 
that

POLLACK NOTES that classes in 
photographic history and techniques in 
the 
nation’s 
colleges 
are 
zooming 
rapidly but the classic books are often 
unavailable for those students most 
vitally 
interested. 
Facsim ile 
books, 
however, would serve the needs of 
young scholars cooking authentic in­ 
formation from the pages of history. 
"To retain the unique quality of the 
first 
edition," 
Pollack 
adds, 
"our 
facsim ile books neither elim inate the 
blem ishes nor correct the quality of the 
original printing. Rather, craftsm en in 
the art of printing have attempted to 
duplicate every aspect of the original 
paper, binding, type and reproductions. 
Thus, we have m ade every effort to 
give the modern reader the book and 
feel of the period in which the book was 
first published." 
Our view of B ede’s "Photographic 
P leasures’’ takes us to England in 1855, 
som e 16 years after D aguerre’s an­ 
nouncement 
of photography 
to the 
world in 1839. The view is strictly 
lighthearted throughout for B ede’s aim 
was to provide "am usem ent blended 
with instruction’’. . . with 
a 
heavy 
accent on am usem ent. He achieved his 
aim in both words and drawings for he 
was a gifted cartoonist as well as 
writer. 


THE TEXT is whimsical, pleasantly 
personal and 
liberally 
larded 
with 
outrageous puns on people’s names. 
Exam ple: he reports at the start that 
photography is formed of two Greek 
words signifying “ light-painting — the 
art of producing pictures by the agency 
of light. 
“Thus, Photography is essentially a 
light su bject,’’ Bede writes, "and ought 
to be treated in a light manner. If you 
doubt this proposition, I would refer 
you to the discoverer of 
the in­ 
stantaneous process,’ Mr. F. Maxwell 
Lyte, who from the very first, as is self­ 
evident, has treated his favorite art in a 
Lyte m anner." 
The book is illustrated with two dozen 
full page plates of humorous drawings 
by the author. Originally, som e of them 
were drawn directly on wood blocks to 
be 
m a d e 
into 
e n g r a v in g s 
as 
illustrations for articles be wrote for 
Punch 
and 
Cruickshank’s 
Weekly. 
Later, t h e y -were assem bled and more 
were added to m ake the book.

Industry spokesmen have criticized 
Hechler for tailing to fully understand 
the export situation. They contend most 
of the exported coal is of metallurgical 
quality and, as such, ca n ’t Im' used in 
coal fired electrical energy plants tor 
both technical and econom ic reasons. 
However, Hechler said Monday that 
the coal could be used in generating 
plants and would be a relatively clean 
fuel because of its low-sulfur content. 
"I find it hard to believe that any 
American industrialist would contend 
that an American product is too good 
for Am ericans," Heckler said. 
A Hechler staff member said checks 
with the power industry indicate the 
only problem with m etallurgical coal is 
its high price.

Washington on the energy crisis 
In terms of economic impact from 
the shortage, the administration has 
withdrawn to the role of cheerleader or 
sideline critic of private forecasts But 
it has come up with few s p e c ifics of its 
own. 
lf the R per cent jobless forecasts of 
some economists are too high, as 
suggested by the a d m in is tra tio n ’s 
experts, what should we expect? lf H or 
9 per cent inflation isn’t to be expected, 
what is? 
The independent and academic 
economists have had a forecasting field 
day, many of them collecting sub 
stantial fees from private enterprise 
for providing their confidential advice. 
So many of these forecasts have 
become public in the past two weeks 
that it is possible to come up with 
something resembling a consensus: 
The economy already was turning 
cold at the time of the Mideast oil 
cutback. Expansion would amount to 
only 3 per cent, or about half that of 
1973. The cutback has shaved that 
estimate in half 
If the cutback continues beyond that 
point the economy could be tipped into 
a recession, which technically means 
two successive quarters of production 
declines. 
Regardless of how long the cutback 
lasts, unemployment most likely w ill 
rise substantially The lower end of the 
range appears to be around 5.5 per 
cent, the upper lim it about 8 
The 
present rate is 4.5 per cent. 
Inflation, also regardless of how long 
the cutback lasts, is expected to con­ 
tinue. The upper lim it of forecasts 
appears to be a rate of about 8 or 9 per 
cent in the early months of 1974, tailing 
off thereafter on the assumption the 
cutback ends. 
Based on general forecasts such as 
these, and more specific forecasts for 
p a rtic u la r 
businesses 
and 
geographical 
areas, 
industry 
is 
making its plans for 1974. But the 
message from Washington to the public 
is far less specific. 
In one breath Americans are urged to 
reduce heat, the amount of electricity 
used, the speed of their cars, the 
amount of gasoline used, but in another 
they are told the situation is under 
control. 
“ Above all, every step w ill be taken 
to insure that any disruptions to our 
economy which may occur are shor­ 
tlived, and that they do not cause 
lasting damage,” the President said in 
his most recent message. 
While service stations are closing, 
the nation’s biggest car maker 
is 
cutting production and officials of the 
U.S. Postal Service say mail deliveries 
are disrupted, the President attempts 
to 
minimize 
the 
problem 
through 
rhetoric. 
Speaking 
to the 
Seafarers 
In ­ 
ternational Union, he called the energy 
crush a temporary m atter that might 
be cleared up in a year or so, despite 
contrary advice and warnings from 
members of his administration. 
“ We have a temporary problem, a 
problem that is going to exist for this 
year, perhaps somewhat longer,” said 
the President, without specifying how, 
even with an end to the Mideast cut­ 
back, this could be accomplished. 
What is needed by Americans and 
which is indeed their right and the 
government’s obligation, is a set of 
concise, honest estimates that w ill per­ 
m it them to make their plans.

Heating oil regulations explained 


My STAN BENJAMIN

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The White 
House proposed a heating oil rationing 
plan Tuesday under which home 
owners using oil must lower their ther­ 
mostats six degrees All others using oil 
for heat must lower their thermostats 
ten degrees. 
Here, in question and answer form, is 
an explanation of the plan, subject to 
o ffic ia l revision 
before 
its 
fin a l 
adoption 
Q Does absolutely everybody have to 
lower his heat? 
A Not everybody. Just householders 
and building operators who heat with 
“ middle distillate fuel" that includes 
the usual “ Number Two” home heating 
oil, kerosene, range oil, stove oil and 
diesel fuel. Those who heat with natural 
gas, electricity, wood or some other 
fuel are requested to cut their fuel 
consum ption but are not legally 
required to do so. 
Q If I have to reduce my heating by 
government order, why don’t those 
others? 
A. Oil is a heating 
fuel whose 
deliveries can be controlled. It is much 
more difficult, in fact nearly 
im ­ 
possible, to cut deliveries of electricity 
and natural gas for heating without 
creating serious problems and safety 
hazards. 
The 
adm in istra tio n 
is 
studying ways to cut the use of elec­ 
tricity and natural gas, possibly by 
imposing some sort of tax or surcharge 
on excess consumption. But it has not 
yet come up with a plan. 
Q What right does the government 
have to tell me how to heat my home? 
A. It has the legal authority, based on 
1973 amendments to the 1970 Economic 
Stabilization 
Act — the “ Eagleton 
Amendment’’ — to control the dis­ 
tribution of fuels. It has been con­ 
trolling distribution of home heating oil 
at the wholesale level since Nov. I. 
Now, it plans to extend that control to 
the final consumer. 
Q. Why is this necessary? 
A. Because the United States has 
been increasing its fuel demand faster 
than its supply. The Arab oil nations 
made our problem worse by cutting off 
their shipments of oil to the United 
States last October.

to cut prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- L arger 
supplies and lower live-animal prices 
should be reflected next year in lower 
retail pork and beef prices after prices 
“ rise a little again this winter,” the 
Agriculture Department’s Outlook and 
Situation Board says. 
The department said Tuesday that its 
monthly marketbasket survey turned 
up the first decline in retail beef prices 
in 13 months. 
The board’s report later in the day 
explained that disruptions in the 
marketing cycle this summer will 
constrict supplies a little this winter 
before larger production next spring 
and summer. 
However, 
the 
board 
said, 
“ if 
economic conditions in 1974 slow more 
than now anticipated, as a result of the 
energy crisis, consumer demand may 
not be as strong as our price forecasts 
indicate.” 
Per 
ca p ita 
m eat 
consum ption 
already is down 12 pounds this year 
below last year’s 189 pounds, it said, 
and pork is liable to stay down while 
beef 
rises. 
Both 
hog 
and 
cattle 
slaughters now are above the summer 
levels but substantially below 1972 
rates. 
And, “ although feed prices have 
subsided somewhat from midsummer 
highs, hog producers are still not 
planning to expand production,” it 
said. 
The board also pointed out, as the 
m a rk e tb a sk e t surveyors did, the 
“ retail m arg in s rem ain unusually 
wide.” 
For pork, for example, the farm- 
wholesale spread fell 29.4 per cent from 
September to October to a point 32.5 per 
cent below October 
1972. 
But the 
wholesale-retail spread was 76 per cent 
higher than 1972, boosting the retail 
price nine cents last month. Compared 
with price-frozen July, the wholesale- 
retail spread rose 148.8 per cent.

Experimental medical 
plan proving workable

LEXINGTON. Kv. (AP) 
You can call —- and reach 
a 
doctor in the middle of the 
night, you can have your teeth 
fixed, and you can get an X- 
ray or have a cut sewn up 
all for a flat monthly fee under 
an experimental program 
sponsored by the federal 
government. 


The Hunter Foundation for 
Health Care, Inc,, here is one 
of 14 Clinics established across 
the country to try to provide 
an alternative to skyrocketing 
health costs. 
Known as a 


H e a l t h 
M a i n t e n a n c e 
Organization (HMG), it both 
dispenses preventive health 
care and treats the sick 


Since the objective of an 
HMG is to maintain good 
health, much of the treatment 
focuses on preventive care. 
The advantage to the patient 
is that he “ gets everything 
done and never gets to the 
crisis stage,” according to Dr. 
Walter Stoll, a physician at the 
Hunter Foundation. 


AT T H E 
M O M E N T 
the 
clinic has 1,300 health con­ 
tracts 
or about 
3,000 
patients. 
The clinic easily 
could handle as many as 
10,000, Dr. Stoll said. 


Under 
the 
monthly 
pre­ 
payment plan, a member can 
budget his medical costs and 
never need he laced with a 
financial crisis thai 
might 
result 
from 
prolonged 
hospitalization or surgery. 
“ Everything’s taken care of,” 
Dr. Stoll said. “ We’re liable 
for every penny of medical 
expense for the rest of your 
life 
as long as the monthly 
payments are made. 
However. 
the 
acting 
director of the foundation, Dr. 
Joyce Berry, noted there are 
some limitations on coverage, 
such as cost of glasses, 
crutches or artificial limbs In 
addition certain pre-existing 
medical conditions are not

The Hunter Foundation was 
funded by a two-year planning

the same team. Members may 
also “ drop in” at the clinic if 
they have a problem requiring 
immediate attention.

modern, 
brightly 
lit 
examining rooms at the clinic 
a 
totally 
renovated 
structure that was once the 
Fayette 
County 
Police 
headquarters. 


THE CLINIC also houses a 
staffed 
nursery, 
where 
patients may leave their 
children while they obtain 
health services. 
What’s the cost to the 
patient'* It depends on his 
ability to pay. 
Only about 12 per cent of the 
patients 
at 
the 
Hunter 
Foundation pay full medical 
costs Federal funds cover the 
costs of those who can’t afford 
full payment. 
The maximum monthly fee 
for a family of four or more is 
$50. For a family who can’t 
afford full payment, the cost 
per month drops accordingly. 
The minimum cost is a tenth 
of the full paid rate 
or $5.

In fact, I have it on good authority 
that this right to criticize declarer and 
call attention to his inadequacy — after 
seeing all 52 cards — was exacted from 


King John at Runnymede when he 
signed the Magna Charta in 1215. 
Be that as it may, this practice of 
double-dum m ying 
p a rtn e r 
and 
teaching him the fine points of the 
game still goes on to this day. 
All of which leads us to this hand 
where kibitzer, butcher, declarer and 
teacher are all challenged to m ake ten 
tricks with spades as trum p. 
This is strictly a double-dummy 
proposition, which m eans you can 
study all four hands and take ad­ 
vantage of what you see. Best defense 
is of course assumed. 
To get right to the m eat of the m atter, 
to m ake the contract you must win the 
heart lead with the ace and be sure to 
play the king on it! 
This unusual play, by which you 
voluntarily increase your four losers to 
five, perm its the hand to be made. 
Without it you are sure to go down. 
After this oddity you draw three 
rounds of trum ps, cash the minor suit 
aces, and put West back on lead with a 
heart. You now let him win the next two 
heart leads, discarding two diamonds 
from dummy and two clubs from your 
hand. 
Then you claim the balance, for you 
can ruff two diamonds in dummy and 
two clubs in your hand. 
T hat’s all there is to it!

Aspirin Does Not Harm Heart 


I have been told to take at least 15 to 
20 tablets of aspirin a day for arthritis. 
Isn’t this an unheard of amount? 
Mrs. O.R.W., Min. 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
No, this amount of aspirin for a r­ 
thritis is not at all unusual. 
It is a common misconception that 
aspirin "harm s the heart.” This is 
probably what frightens many people. 
There is no validity to this. 
Aspirin, even in far greater doses, 
can be used with safety under a doc­ 
to r’s supervision. 


It should be noted, however, that 
aspirin is never prescribed by doctors 
for patients with internal bleeding 
tendencies, a history of peptic ulcer of 
the stomach or duodenum, or im ­ 
mediately after most types of surgery. 


Aspirin is a rem arkable drug when 
used in adequate amounts for some 
types of arthritis. Its function is not 
only to relieve the pain, but it also 
seem s to have a beneficial effect on the 
basic condition. 
You can be certain that your doctor 
considered every aspect of your con­ 
dition before suggesting that relatively 
m oderate dose of aspirin.

The only way I 
feel comfortable is by using large 
quantities of eye makeup.

Dear Miss F.: 
My first reaction is the possibility 
that the large quantities of eye makeup 
that you have been using may them ­ 
selves be responsible for perpetuating 
this condition. 
It is well known that allergy to 
cosmetics can irritate the lids and the 
delicate conjunctiva. 
Other factors, of course, must be 
ruled 
out. 
Low -grade 
infection, 
irritation by dust and smoke, un­ 
corrected visual 
disturbances, 
and 
scalp and skin conditions may cause 
the chronic redness of your eyes. 
Hair sprays, hair dyes, and finger­ 
nail polish can also be incrim inated. 
Ruling these out one by one may 
bring to light the basic cause. 
Sm ears and cultures m ay show a 
chronic bacterial infection which, with 
adequate treatm ent, can be controlled. 


Is "plague” the sam e as "cholera” ?

Dear Mr. W.: 
Both are infectious diseases caused 
by 
bacteria. 
"Plague,” 
known 
as 
"bubonic plague” or "black death,” 
has been virtually eradicated by the 
exterm ination of rodents. 
Cholera is transm itted through fecal 
contamination of food and water. 
The World Health Organization and 
its m edical facilities are rem arkably 
eftective in controlling m ass epidemics 
of these diseases.

Gilligan to seek 
energy authority 


COLUMBUS,Ohio (Ai*) — (tov. John 
Gilligan will ask tho legislature con­ 
vening Jan. 2 for authority to reduce 
Ohio speed lim its and to follow through 
with other energy-saving actions or 
dered by President Nixon 


Robert Tenenhaum, G illigan's press 
secretary, said Tuesday that despite 
rising demands for lower speed limits 
to save fuel, the governor presently 
lacks authority to act. 


Gilligan pointed out at a recent news 
conference that only the legislature can 
lower lim its on state highways unless 
the act was required to guard public 
health and safety. The governor said 
his powers to act are prim arily ad 
ministrative. 


Under an emergency bill passed by 
the U.S Senate and pending in the U.S. 
House, the President would be em­ 
powered to require lower speed lim its 
and other acts such as the closing of 
gasoline stations on Sundays. 
Most service station operators in 
Ohio have indicated a willingness to 
comply with Sunday closing voluntarily 
before it is made mandatory by emer­ 
gency federal law. 
Safety officials indicate, however, 
that a m ajority of the motorists so far 
are not complying with recommended 
50 mile per hour speed lim its. 


Under

federal 
legislation, the President would be 
given two weeks after its enactment to 
Issue his emergency orders 
He could order a 50 mile per hour 
sj>eod on Interstate highways, 
but 
apparently 
not 
on state highways 
where the lim its are set by state law, 
Tenenbaum explained 
Gilligan will 
ask the legislature for the authority 
needed, Tenenhaum said 
In addition, any other presidential 
order which runs afoul of existing state 
law 
would require an act 
of 
the 
legislature empowering the governor to 
follow through, the 
p re s s secretary 
said.

2. The reason is that the federal 
legislation, which went

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger w ill hit the 
road again next month for a NATO 
ministers meeting in Brussels and 
possibly another swing through the 
Mideast 
to 
boost 
chances 
for 
a 
productive 
peace 
conference 
in 
Geneva. 
He also is likely to wind up in the 
Swiss city to see the talks through their 
opening phase, officials said. 
The Brussels visit Dec. IO and l l is 
considered

to

Kissinger’s proposed new three-sided 
relationship between the United States, 
western Europe and Japan. 
The response in the alliance to 
Kissinger’s call last April has been 
slow. On top of that, most of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization members 
differed with the United States over its 
support for Israel during the October 
war. 
Kissinger's globe-trotting personal 
diplomacy earlier this month produced 
a cease-fire agreement between Egypt 
and Israel that set the stage for the 
peace conference. 
Now that it probably w ill begin Dec. 
18 in Geneva officials said Kissinger is 
considering a 
return 
session 
with 
President Anwar Sadat in Cairo before­ 
hand. If he sees Sadat he w ill go this 
time to Jerusalem or Tel Aviv to see 
Prime Minister Golda Meir as well. 
Somewhere along the line Kissinger 
is also expected to take his roadshow to 
London for a speech to the Pilgrim 
Society, a group dedicated to Anglo- 
American friendship. 
And he probably w ill make a stop in 
Madrid to brief Spanish leaders about 
the NATO session.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The fuel 
shortage has begun taking its toll on 
jobs, putting thousands out of work 
before Christmas in the first of an ex­ 
pected series of m ajor layoffs that may 
push unemployment up sharply. 
Layoffs are reported in the auto, 
ch em ical, construction and textile 
industries. 
Frontier Airlines is furloughing 150 
w orkers. M eanw hile, the n a tio n ’s 
largest carrier, United Air 
Lines, 
Twisters 
kill 3 
in Dixie 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A fast-moving cold front sm ashed 
into hot, humid air covering Dixie and 
touched off tornadoes and flash floods 
which killed three persons and injured 
m ore than IOO. 
Three other persons were reported 
missing at Southhaven, Miss. 
At least nine twisters spiraled down 
out of driving rainstorm s and cut paths 
of destruction in southern Louisiana, 
n o rth ern A labam a and T ennessee 
T uesday night and ea rly today. 
Flooding was also reported in portions 
of West Virginia. 
The storm system m oved into 
Georgia and the Carolinas during the 
night and portions of the three states 
rem ained under a tornado watch until 5 
a.m . EST. 
Hundreds 
of houses 
and 
trailer 
homes were destroyed or dam aged. 
One of the twisters ripped into an 
elementary school at Southhaven and 
sliced the roof from the main building 
where 1,400 pupils huddled in hallways. 
Six of the children were among the 62 
persons injured in the Southhaven 
area. 
The tornado also destroyed three 
p o rtab le classroom s, sm ash ed 56 
mobile homes in a nearby trailer park, 
dam aged 71 others and left wide 
dam age in another trailer park. 
At Huntsville, Ala., at least 42 per­ 
sons were injured when a tornado 
ripped through the Huntsville-Decatur 
Jetport and nearby trailer park. The 
National 
W eather 
Service 
said 
it 
clocked winds at 94 miles an hour 
before the instrum ents broke. 
Another tw ister injured three per­ 
sons in Vinemont, about 35 m iles south 
of Huntsville, where several houses 
were dam aged. A m arina at Smith 
Lake, about 15 miles west of Cullman, 
Ala., was destroyed, 
At least three tornadoes touched 
down in Tennesee, at Birchwood and in 
Maury and Henderson counties. Fif­ 
teen persons were reported injured at 
Birchwood. 
Also in Tennessee, the Harpeth and 
Duck rivers went over their banks and 
officials said the Harpeth would crest 
at five feet above flood stage, the high­ 
est since flooding last spring caused 
millions of dollars in damage.

The nation’s jobless rate had been 
anticipated to rise next year as the 
nation’s economic growth slowed, and 
the fuel shortage now is expected to add 
to it. 
Som e p riv ate econom ists have 
forecast an unemployment rate next 
year of anywhere from 5 to 8 per cent, 
com pared to the current rate of 4.5 per 
cent. 
A rate of 6 per cent would throw an 
additional 1.3 million Americans out of 
work on top of the 4.1 million now 
without jobs. 
But President Nixon’s Council of 
Economic Advisers has challenged the 
higher forecasts and has scheduled a 
news conference Thursday to declare 
that the energy crisis will have no 
m assive im pact on the economy and 
unemployment, it was learned. 
Sources said that the council will say 
they expect the unemployment rate 
will not reach 6 per cent next year. 
Labor leaders, mindful of the ad­ 
m in istra tio n ’s optim istic fo reca sts 
earlier this year on bringing inflation 
under control, rem ain unconvinced. 
“ We’re worried about it and are 
watching the situation,” said an official 
of the Oil, Chemical and Atomic 
W orkers union in Denver. “We’re con­ 
vinced there’s going to be shortages of 
petrochem icals,” and this will affect 
jobs in, among others, the fertilizer, 
ch em ical, 
cosm etic 
and 
p h a r­ 
m aceutical industries, he said. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany 


urged Congress to insure that workers 
are compensated for their losses. The 
Labor Federation successfully lobbied 
for inclusion in the emergency energy 
bill approved by the Senate provisions 
that would protect workers who are 
laid off. 
In addition to the 950 layoffs an­ 
nounced Tuesday, United Airlines also 
said it may have to reduce working 
hours and pay if the fuel shortage wor­ 
sens.

Gasoline rationing 
appears step nearer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gasoline 
rationing is looming a step closer as 
President Nixon’s Cabinet-level energy 
group has soured on fuel-saving tax 
ideas. 
“Almost everybody is leaning toward 
rationing,” an adm inistration source 
said, 
describing 
the 
attitudes 
ex­ 
pressed in a meeting Tuesday of the 
Em ergency Energy Action Group as­ 
signed by Nixon to recommend energy- 
crisis policy. 
The 
source said 
even 
Treasury 
S e c re ta ry G eorge P. Shultz, the 
strongest advocate of a gasoline tax to 
avoid rationing, was “not all that firm ” 
for taxes in the meeting. 
But the group has not yet m ade up its 
mind and was to discuss the issues 
again Thursday, the source said. 
“ What Shultz really would like to do 
is take the lid right off gasoline prices,” 
the source related, but he said neither 
Shultz nor anyone else thought this 
should be done as long as there is a 
gasoline shortage. 
Unlimited prices, he said, would only 
open the way for oil companies to roll 
up windfall profits by overcharging 
custom ers in a shortage m arket. 
The notion of imposing a tax of 30 to 
40 cents per gallon, to discourage un­ 
necessary gasoline use had some ap­ 
peal, but the source said the Cabinet 
group appeared to be reaching the 
conclusion a tax would take too long to 
clear Congress and would act too 
slowly to cut gasoline use. 
A lthough P resid en t Nixon said 
Sunday night that gasoline supplies will 
be reduced 15 per cent to increase the 
supplies of other petroleum fuels, the 
adm inistration’s crisis strategy calls 
for a 30 per cent gasoline cutback. 
And 
adm inistration 
sources 
said 
Tuesday the cuts probably will be in­ 
creased to 30 per cent over the next 
several months. 
One source said it now is virtually 
certain that the distribution of all 
petroleum fuels and crude oil will be 
placed under government control at the 
wholesale level. 


So far, only propane gas and the 
“middle distillates” including home 
heating oil and diesel and jet fuel are 
under such controls.

A spokesman for the airline said the 
hijackers had been offered a safe 
passage from Dubai, the tiny Persian 
Gulf sheikdom where they put down 
during the night for the second time.

She reports back to the court today. 
And which way does the President’s 
secretary face when she takes dictation 
over the telephone?

1972, meeting between the President 
and H. It Haldeman, then White House 
staff chief.

A L G IE R S (A P ) — Leaders at the 
Arab summit conference have agreed 
on a resolution they hope will bring 
both 
the 
Palestin ian 
gu errilla 
movement and Jordan to the proposed 
Arab-Israeli peace talks. 
W ith 
Jordan 
abstaining, 
the 
resolution was approved by all the 
other leaders at a private meeting 
Tuesday night and was to be adopted 
formally today at the closing session of 
the Arab summit meeting. 
The resolution was proposed by Mah- 
moud Riad, secretary general of the 
Arab League. He said it reaffirmed 
that 
Y asir 
A ra fa t’s 
Palestine 
Liberation Organization represents all 
Palestinian 
Arabs, 
including 
those 
living in Jordan. But the resolution did 
not explicitly repudiate Jordan’s claim 
to sovereignty over Arab Jerusalem 
and the west bank of the Jordan River, 
both populated by Palestinian Arabs. 
Jordan captured the two territories in 
the 1948 Palestine W ar and Israel 
conquered them in 1967. 
A Palestinian spokesman described 
the resolution as 
a 
“ victory” 
but 
refused to indicate whether it would be 
enough to bring Arafat to the peace 
talks expected to open in Geneva on 
Dec. 18. 
Reports from 
Amman said King 
Hussein, who stayed away from the 
Algiers meeting to avoid a personal 
confrontation with Arafat, told the 
American and 
Soviet 
ambassadors 
there Tuesday he would boycott the 
Geneva conference if Arafat appeared 
there as head 
of 
the 
Palestinian 
government-in-exile he has 
been 
reported threatening to proclaim. 
Arafat, meanwhile, has not gone 
ahead with the government-in-exile 
move, and the leaders in Algiers hoped 
that this coupled with the conference 
resolution made it possible for Hussein 
to accept Arafat in Geneva.

Federal election financing 
plan faces tough House fight 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - The Senate 
has passed 57-34 a landmark bill to 
provide 
federal 
financing 
of 
presidential and congressional cam­ 
paigns but its chances appear doubtful 
in the House. 
The plan, sponsored by Sen Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., and Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, as 
head of a bipartisan group, was at­ 
tached as an amendment to a debt 
ceiling bill. 
The Senate action sent it back to the 
House where Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., 
expected to head the House conferees 
on the legislation, said he felt it had no 
place on a debt bill. 
The debt limit increase measure 
must be signed by President Nixon by 
midnight Friday or the government 
will face severe financing problems. 
Senate sponsors of the proposal at­ 
tributed the vote for it to revelations in 
the Watergate probes about methods 
used to get private political contribu­ 
tions and about gifts made to former 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. 


They noted the Senate rejected a 
somewhat similar plan last July 53-38. 
The federal subsidies in the Kennedy- 
Scott plan would cost about $250 million 
in presidential election years and $100 
million in congressional election years. 
In presidential primaries, the plan 
would 
provide 
federal 
m atching 
payments for up to the first $100 
received from a private contributor. 
Matching would start only after the 
candidate had received $100,(XX) in 
matchable gifts. 
Total matching payments could not 
exceed $7 million for a candidate and 
he could not spend more than $15 
million. 
Senate and House nominees would 
have 
to use only 
the government 
subsidies. 
Senate nominees could receive up to 
$2,086,500 in California, the largest 
state, and $175,(XX) in the smallest 
states. 
House 
nominees could 
get 
$90,000. 
The payments would be financed by 
an income tax checkoff plan. 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - The House 
has voted to put the nation on year- 
round daylight saving, and the Senate 
is expected to follow suit later this 
week. 
Senate action on the energy time bill, 
which President Nixon has cited as one 
of the measures he needs to meet the 
energy crisis, reportedly was being 
held up by a Republican threat to tack 
on a minimum wage increase. 
But Majority Leader Mike Mansfield, 
D-Mont., said Tuesday a move would 
be made to table the amendment. 
The measure overwhelmingly passed 
by the House on Tuesday would set the 
nation’s clocks ahead one hour on the 
first Sunday 15 days after the bill’s 
enactment. The country would remain 
on 
the energy 
time plan 
through 
October 1975 while the Department of 
Transportation conducted a study of its 
effects. 
According to the White House, year- 
round daylight saving could reduce 
electricity and heating demands by as 
much as three per cent, particularly in 
northern areas. 
But supporters of the bill have been 
cautious about predicting potential fuel 


savings. The country’s only previous 
experience with year-round daylight 
saving came during wartime when 
energy demands were vastly different 
from today’s. 


The bill is receiving reluctant sup­ 
port from farm belt legislators, who 
traditionally oppose daylight saving. 


Supporters of the measure also argue 
that shifting an hour of daylight from 
morning to night could reduce traffic 
accidents and cut crime.

W.Va., conceded, however, that with 
sunrise coming an hour later many 
children would be forced to travel to 
school in darkness. He recommended 
that states or communities adopt a 
later starting time for classes. 
A House amendment would exempt 
Hawaii from the provisions of the bill 
because of its location near the equator 
where the amount of daylight varies 
only slightly from summer to winter. 
The House bill also would allow a state 
that is divided into two time zones to 
exempt one of the sections so that the 
entire state would be on the same time. 
Ohio, Tennessee jet crashes 
injure 26 persons; no deaths

Twenty-six persons have been in­ 
jured in two separate crashes of DC9 
jetliners in Tennessee and Ohio. 


An Eastern Airlines DC9 attempting 
an instrument landing at Ohio’s Akron- 
Canton Airport went off the end of the 
runway Tuesday night and broke in 
two. 


All of the 26 persons aboard the 
Miami-to-Akron flight, which had 
stopped earlier at Pittsburgh, Pa., 
were rushed to area hospitals, but only 
16 were admitted.

to beating

Cold air will invade Ohio tonight in 
the wake of heavy rains in most parts of 
the state for the past few days. The Na­ 
tional Weather service said the mild 
spell which has dominated the state’s 
weather is coming to an end. 
Cause of the rain is a storm center 
which moved northeastward out of 
Indiana Tuesday evening and was 
crossing the northwest corner of Ohio 
Wednesday m orning. W hile some 
showers are likely to continue today, 
none is expected to be heavy. 
But during Tuesday evening about a 
half inch of rain fell in the southern 
portion of the state and caused some 
flooding of lowland areas as rivers 
streamed over their banks. 


Total rainfall at Columbus was 1.3 
inches but at the southern tip of Ohio 
more than 2.25 inches was measured. 


The most intense rain activity moved 
northward during the night and Toledo 
recorded more than an inch after 
midnight. Over the rest of the state the 
downpour tapered off and the threat of 
more flooding ended by morning.

Public war powers view 


Congress was in tune with public 
sentiment as it enacted the war 
powers bill and then overrode the 
presidential veto. Any remaining 
doubts as to that are now dispelled 
by a Gallup public opinion poll taken 
just before action on the veto. 
The question asked was whether 
the president should be required to 
get congressional approval before 
sending U.S. 
armed forces into 


combat abroad. The results were 
conclusive: 80 per cent answered 
yes, only 16 per cent no. That is a 
whopping five to one, a majority 
sefdom recorded on controversial 
questions. 
The public may be wrong on* this; 
democracy does not guarantee in­ 
fallibility. Some weight must be 
given President Nixon’s argument 


that the war powers bill weakens

feeling is that in so grave a matter 
the chief executive should be 
required to seek the advice and 
consent of Congress.

Blacks can make it in industry 


The General Electric Co., in a paper 
not intended for general distribution, 
has outlined the possibility of a strange 
polarization of economic life 
in 
America. 
If current trends hold, our service 
and fashion businesses will become the 
big employers of minority groups, 
including the blacks and the Women’s 
Libbers. The engineering, manufac­ 
turing and technological phases of 
industry will remain in the hands of 
Wasps, 
or 
white 
Anglo-Saxon 
Protestants, who are grounded in the 
sciences. 
Some of our bigger corporations — 
GE, Union Carbide, the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., General 
Motors, Ford — are worried about the 
time, which may not be long in coming, 
when they will be blasted for not hiring 
more minority-group technicians. 
What the public does not know is that 
these companies are already con­ 
ducting a frantic search for black 
technical experts and even for women 
with degrees in such supposedly non­ 
fem inine 
subjects 
as 
electrical 
engineering. 


SO, WHILE a vocal element in the 
black community is criticizing the 
Nixon 
A dm inistration 
and 
the 
“ Establishment” for doing nothing for 
blacks, Chicanos and the American 
Indians, some of our colleges with so­ 
called cooperative education programs 
are moving bravely ahead to train 
minority-group students in chemical, 
electrical, and computer sciences. 
Pratt Institute in Broklyn, N Y., for 


example, has 
a 
“co-op” 
program 
— for 180 minority-group students who 
have been fanning out through the 
American corporate structure while 
working for their degrees. 
Any black or Spanish-speaking 
student with engineering proclivities, 
or any Indian or any woman with ap­ 
titude for the sciences, can land a job in 
automotive territory or upstate New 
Y ork’s electrical or photographic 
manufacturing by moving through the 
Pratt Institute “co-op” courses. 
I talked with one girl and two blacks 
at Pratt who have spent their work- 
period semesters in Pontiac, Mich., in 
the employ of the General Motors Corp. 
One of the blacks, Floyd Carter, told a 
moving story of coming north from 
Mobile, Ala., and finding himself “two 
grades behind” others in his age group 
in a New York school. 
He had to struggle to make up his 
deficiencies, but before he had been 
graduated from high school he had 
already taken college-level courses at 
Fordham University. Moving on to 
Brooklyn Polytechnic, he supported 
himself by working as an assistant 
manager for Kentucky Fried Chicken. 
The opportunity to get into the “co­ 
op” program at Pratt Institute led to a 
rewarding experience doing quality 
testing for General Motors in Pontiac, 
with 
the possibility of permanent 
employment once he takes his Pratt 
degree. 
Denise Miller, a pretty black girl 
from Brooklyn, has worked as a fabric 
manager in a Singer store in the Wall 
Street area while studying fashion 


merchandising and retail management 
at Pratt. Her expanding horizons now’ 
impel her to go on for a graduate 
degree and for eventual training as a 
lawyer. 
Another girl, Debbie Schmitz from 
Syracuse, N.Y., 
a white who claims 
minority status because she happens to 
be a woman who wants to be a 
mechanical engineer, has had work 
periods 
at 
E astm an 
Kodak 
in 
Rochester, N Y., as well as at GM’s 
Pontiac plant. Asked how a girl could 
ever have 
been 
recommended -for 
m echanical engineering at P ratt, 
Debbie said she had an unprejudiced 
high school guidance counselor. 


FOR MOTIVATED STUDENTS, the 
Pratt “co-op” education department 
accepts “equivalency diplomas” at­ 
testing to good makeup work at home, 
or in “store-front” schools in Harlem, 
or in the armed forces. 
Two Blackfoot Indians happen to be 
studying for engineering degrees in the 
Pratt co-op program. Larry Taylor, a 
black marine who has GI benefits from 
his service in Vietnam, had to go back 
to high school after his military career 
in order to get into Pratt. He had had an 
indifferent school record as a boy, but 
he somehow got motivated in the 
Marines. 
The point is that any black or Indian 
or woman who has mechanical ability 
can make it at Pratt and, subsequently, 
in American industry if the motivation 
is truly there. Let it not be said that the 
U.S. is no longer the land of op­ 
portunity. 
WASHINGTON CALLING . . . by Marquis Childs 
The nation hasn’t recovered 


WASHINGTON — Marking that most 
melancholy of anniversaries, the 
doubters and the devout believers have 
had their say on the Presidency, the life 
and death of John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 
On one thing no one can disagree. His 
assassination was a blow from which 
the nation has not yet recovered. 
It was a blow particularly to the 
young who had seen in Kennedy new 
life, young life, bringing new hope to a 
system ruled by old men. They were 
taken by his style, the fresh ease of 
manner, the vigor (you can hear him 
saying 
the 
word) 
he 
brought 
to 
everything he did whether it was 
sailing a boat or holding a press con­ 
ference. 
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Three rifle shots in quick succession 
put an end to that. Coming toward the 
close of his third year in the office it 
foreclosed any judgment on whether he 
might have been a great President. 
He had after all, thanks to an on-the- 
spot report 
by 
Walt 
Rostow 
and 
Maxwell Taylor, committed the first 
10,000 American troops to battle in 
South Vietnam. That was the beginning 
of a ground force that grew under 
Lyndon Johnson to close to 250,000. 


ONE OF KENNEDY’S trusted aides, 
Kenneth O’Donnell, says that in his 
second term the President intended to 
close out the American commitment. 
He felt that re-elected he would be able 
to make such a move without a serious 
backlash in public opinion. That he 
might have pulled America out of the 
Vietnam quagmire will always be 
conjecture. 
The heritage is the style, the gusto, 
the zest for life. The loss was as much 
symbolic as it was real in terms of 
statesmanship and policy. It is there 
the sorrow weighs most heavily with 
the succession of tragedies in the in­ 
tervening decade seeming to be linked 
to that first terrible blow. 
When he was asked on “ Meet the 
P ress” 
about 
possibilities 
for 
the 
Democratic nomination in 1976, Sen. 
Mike Mansfield named Sen. Walter 
Mondale of Minnesota, Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen of Texas and Gov. Reubin 
Askew of Florida. 
What about Sen. Edward Kennedy? 
Mansfield replied that Kennedy might 
want to save his famiily the ordeal of a 
nationwide campaign with the threat of 
assassination by fanatical Kennedy 
haters. The senator has said that his 
family is without exception opposed to 
his running, but this would not govern 
his decision.

“ What was this before you got hold of it?” 
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times the Kennedy hate mail runs 
second only to that directed at the 
President. A half-demented individual 
like Lee Harvey Oswald who killed his 
brother could fire the gun for all the 
protection that might surround Ken­ 
nedy as a candidate. 
President Kennedy once said no 
matter what the security, an assassin 
could always get through. It should be 
added, however, that the Kennedy’s 
often were scornful of their guardians, 
preferring to take risks rather than 
appear to be surrounded by police. 
The Kennedy family is haunted by 
tragedy. 
The accident 
at 
Chap- 
paquiddick, still very much in the 
minds of the voters, was not Ted 
Kennedy’s only mishap. He was nearly 
killed in the crash of a private plane 
that took the lives of two others and he 
spent months recuperating from a 
broken back. 
But personal tragedy to one side, the 
dilemma of Kennedy as candidate is 
the dilemma of the Democratic party. 
It is a failure to coalesce around a 
program. Kennedy’s first-rate staff has 
pushed 
along several 
program s, 
notably that for nationwide medical 
insurance. Yet progress is painfully 
slow and party policy is not focussed on 
the medical program. 
The turmoil of the past decade has 
taken its toll not only of the Kennedys 
but of the Democratic party which 
tends to be still a collection of hostile if 
not warring tribes. A victory in the 1974 
congressional races of the scope 
suggested by pollster George Gallup 
giving the Democrats in the House and 
Senate majorities sufficient to override 
any Presidential veto would have to be 
counted a victory by default. Such a

charge against former prison guard 
Ronald Pratt, accused in an aborted 
escape attempt from the Ohio State 
P e n ite n tia ry

dismissed Tuesday by Scioto County 
Prosecutor Everett Burton. 
Burton dismissed a charge accusing 
P ratt, 27, of smuggling a gun to an 
inmate in the penitentiary. 
The inmate, Wayne Raney, 23, made 
his unsuccessful escape attempt July 
24. Two guards were killed in the at­ 
tempt. 
P ratt was found innocent in August of 
a charge of aiding an inmate to escape. 
The ju ry could not reach a decision on 
the gun smuggling charge, however. 
Raney was convicted of killing guard 
A rthur Sprouse, 41, in the escape at­ 
tempt A second guard. Gary Under­ 
wood, was fatally wounded by a stray 
bullet fired during the gun battle.

NEW YORK (AP) — Officials at six 
m ajor oil companies say President 
Nixon’s call for decreased gasoline 
production and a ban on Sunday sales 
won t cause radical changes in their 
television advertising campaigns. 
The reason? 
They’ve long since 
changed those campaigns to eliminate 
the once-familiar “ buy gas” approach. 
They now emphasize gasoline con­ 
servation, new efforts to find oil, or 
both. 
And the onset of the nation’s gasoline 
shortage early this year already has 
caused a sharp cutback in the amount 
all oil companies in the U.S. once 
lavishly spent on TV advertising. 
It’s declined 36 per cent for national 
and regional advertising in the first 
nine months of this year, compared to 
the same period in 1972, estimates the 
Television Bureau of Advertising. 
The bureau, supported by the TV 
industry, says oil companies spent only 
$53.3 million on such ads through 
September this year, compared to $83.5 
m illion for the same period last year. 


Despite Nixon’s steps to reduce the 
nation’s fuel usage, five of six com­ 
panies contacted in an AP survey— 
M obil, G ulf, E xxon, Texaco and 
Amoco— said they’ve no plans to aban­ 
don their current brand of national 
television advertising in 1974. 
The sixth—Shell Oil Co.—said 
it 
discontinued its national TV ads after 
Sept. IO and now only is on TV in 
Houston, Tex., New Orleans, La., and 
St. Louis, Mo., where there are high 
concentrations of Shell employes. 
The ads, Shell officials said, em­ 
phasize the work the company is doing 
to alleviate the national fuel shortage. 
They said they don't know yet whether 
Shell w ill go back to national ads in 
1974

A Gulf spokesman, who declined to 
give dollars-and-cents figures, said his 
firm ’s television advertising was down

in slump 


DETROIT (AP) — Sales of standard- 
and intermediate-sized cars continue to 
drop as consumers seeking better gas 
mileage turn increasingly to smaller 
cars, industry officials say. 
Mid-November 
sales

Chevrolets, Fords and Plymouths fell 
below year-ago levels for the sixth 
consecutive 10-day period, industry 
figures show. 
But the increase in small car sales 
has helped offset losses in the larger 
models to hold the decline in industry 
sales for the period to about 4.4 per cent 
below last year. 
Mid-November sales of standard­ 
sized Chevrolets and Fords were down 
20 per cent from the same period in 1972 
while Plymouth Fury sales declined 36 
per cent. 
Sm all cars, however, registered 
uniform gains for the period, ranging 
from a little over 2 per cent to nearly 40 
per cent, over mid-November 1972.

power plants,” said David Klumh, an 
engineer for the utility. "We would still 
need a lot of coal." 
For the past year, Klumb has been 
working the bugs out of a system that 
shreds St ixiuis trash and feeds it to a 
huge boiler at the utility’s M eram ec 
power plant . So far, the project has had 
mixed results. 
“ I have to say I’m cautiously op­ 
timistic that we can m ake our system 
work We’ve had some problem s in the 
past year. but I feel the basic system is 
sound and we can go ahead and think 
about expansion to handle the trash for 
the whole a re a ,” said Klumb. 
The engineer is quick to point out, 
however, that the trashfuel project 
does m ore than provide a sm all p er­ 
centage of the utility’s fuel and reduce 
solid w aste problems. 
“ What we are really talking about is 
a recovery process. Right now the city 
is removing the ferrous m aterials, the 
iron and steel, from the trash with 
m agnets and selling the m aterial to 
G ranite City Steel, where it is being 
recycled. 


“ And now we a re working on ways of 
removing copper, aluminum and other 
valuable m etals from the trash before 
it is fed to the furnace,’’ he said. 


One of 
the 
early 
problems 
en­ 
countered by the project resulted from 
glass in the trash. Engineers at the 
plant 
soon 
learned the 
glass 
was 
wearing out carbon steel pipes from the 
inside as trash was blown through 
pneumatic tubes from a storage silo to 
the furnace. At each bend, the glass 


chipped away at the pipes until if wore 
holes through them 
The plant also found it is creating its 
own solid-waste disposal problem by 
burning the trash. Chunks ot wood, 
metal and heavy plastic in the trash 
have a tendency to fall through the 
furnace without burning. This residue 
is sluiced from the ash pit and pumped 
to settling ponds, where it is piling up. 
Ash from pulverized coal, tin* main 
fuel at the plant, also piles up, but it is 
sold by the ton to m anufacturers of 
cement blocks and to street and high­ 
way departm ents that use it on snow 
covered toads. 
The 
problems of 
the 
glass 
and 
residue m ay be eliminated soon by a 
new piece of equipment added to the 
city’s trashshredding facility. 
“ They are working to perfect their 
‘classifier,’ an apparatus that 
will 
e ffe c tiv ely 
s e p a ra te 
the 
heavy 
m aterials 
from 
the 
predominantly 
paper tra sh ,” Klumh said. “That will 
help a lot." 
The engineer said the environmental 
effects of burning the trash with low- 
sulfur coal have yet to be tested in the 
air and water around the plant. 
“ We are .starting our own tests soon, 
and 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency will also run some tests,” he 
said “ But I believe the emissions from 
our stacks will be clean ” 
The funds for the $3-miIlion project, 
called the only one of its kind in the 
country, are being provided by the 
federal government, the utility and the 
city, with the EPA picking up about 
two-thirds of the tab.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Legislation 
to limit coal exports has been in­ 
troduced by Rep. Ken Heehler, D- 
W A n., who says 56 million tons of 
domestic 
coal 
was 
sold 
to

countries last year. 
Heehler's bill, introduced Monday, 
would subject the coal industry to 
re q u ire m e n ts 
of 
the 
E xp ort 
A d m in istra tio n Act of 1969 while 
allow ing 
e x e c u tiv e 
leew ay 
with 
countries from which the United States 
imports oil. 
“ It we have such an energy crisis 
that we are forced to resort to ripping 
up the land by strip mining, then it 
doesn’t m ake any sense to export such 
a large amount of our coal production," 
Heehler said. 
Industry spokesmen have criticized 
Heehler for failing to fully understand 
the export situation. They contend most 
of the exported coal is of metallurgical 
quality and, as such, c a n ’t be used in 
coal fired electrical energy plants for 
both technical and economic reasons. 
However. Heehler said Monday that 
the coal could be used in generating 
plants and would be a relatively clean 
fuel because of its low-sulfur content. 
“ I find it hard to believe that any 
American industrialist would contend 
that an American product is too good 
for A m ericans," Heehler said. 
A Heehler staff m em ber said checks 
with the power industry indicate the 
only problem w ith metallurgical coal is 
its high price. 
Another contention of the coal in­ 
dustry spokesmen was that much of the 
exported coal is mined in joint ventures 
fin an ced by foreign c a p ita l.

The publishing world has come up 
with still another manifestation of 
reincarnation: facsimile books. 
A case in

reappearance in facsimile form is a 
venture of American 
Photographic 
Book Publishing Co., G arden City, N.Y. 
($7.95). In fact. Amphoto created a new 
job: editor of 
facsimile books, and 
photo historian P eter Pollack slips 
neatly into that chair 
Form er curator of photography at 
the Art Institute of Chicago, presently 
honorary curator of photography at 
W orcester 
Art 
M u se u m , 
Pollack 
selects titles for facsim ile editions 
based on two criteria: historical im­ 
portance and aesthetic distinction. 
"Our intention," he says, "is to 
publish 
classics 
in 
the 
field 
of 
photography that have been long out-of- 
print, thereby providing ra re books for 
libraries, scholars and the growing 
num ber of people who a re interested in 
photography but cannot afford costly 
original editions." 


POLLACK NOTES that classes in 
photographic history and techniques in 
the nation’s colleges 
a re 
zooming 
rapidly but the classic books are often 
unavailable for those students most 
vitally interested. Facsim ile books, 
however, would serve the needs of 
young scholars cooking authentic in­ 
formation from the pages of history. 
"To retain the unique quality of the 
first 
edition," 
Pollack 
adds, 
"our 
facsimile books neither eliminate the 
blemishes nor correct the quality of the 
original printing. R ather, craftsm en in 
the art of printing have attem pted to 
duplicate every aspect of the original 
paper, binding, type and reproductions. 
Thus, we have m ade every effort to 
give the modern read er the book and 
feel of the period in w'hich the book was 
first published.” 
Our view of Bede’s “ Photographic 
Pleasures" takes us to E ngland in 1855, 
some 16 years after D a g u e rre ’s an­ 
nouncement of photography to the 
world in 1839. The view is strictly 
lighthearted throughout for Bede’s aim 
was to provide "am u sem en t blended 
with instruction” . . . with a heavy 
accent on amusement. He achieved his 
aim in both words and draw ings for he 
was a gifted cartoonist as well as 
writer. 


THE TEXT is w himsical, pleasantly 
personal and liberally 
larded with 
outrageous puns on people’s names. 
E xam ple: he reports at the start that 
photography is formed of two Greek 
words signifying “light-painting — the 
a rt of producing pictures by the agency 
of light. 
“ Thus, Photography is essentially a 
light subject," Bede w rites, “ and ought 
to be treated in a light m an ner. If you 
doubt this proposition, I would refer 
you to the discoverer of 
‘the in­ 
stantaneous process,’ M r. F. Maxwell 
Lyte, who from the very first, as is self­ 
evident, has treated his favorite art in a 
Lyte m anner.” 
The book is illustrated with two dozen 
full page plates of hum orous drawings 
by the author. Originally, som e of them 
w ere drawn directly on wood blocks to 
be 
m a d e 
into 
e n g ra v in g s 
as 
illustrations for articles be wrote for 
Punch 
and 
C ruickshank’s 
Weekly. 
Later, they were assem bled and more 
w ere added to m ake the book.

IN THE final chapter. Bede ends with 
these words: “ In short, what cannot 
our friend Camera do? 
Although young, he is such an ex­ 
traordinary fellow that I shall not feel 
surprised at anything that I m ay hear 
of h im ."

of light: in a lengendary light, an a r ­ 
tistic light, a love light, a negative and 
positive light, etc. 
In a lengendary light, Bede traces the 
work of earlier scientists and their 
experim ents in photography. In an 
artistic light, he believes photography 
isn’t “ a rt" but that 
the c a m e ra ’s 
greatest usefulness to artists is its 
ability to secure truthfulness of detail. 
In a positive light, he says photography 
can 
tell 
the truth 
although, when 
distortion takes place, it cannot always 
ap pear to be truthful 
Bede was prophetic in the preface in 
describing photography as an infant, 
the most beautiful baby yet born to 
science, a joy to behold in its little crib 
of a box and even in its bath. “ They say 
he will achieve w onders,’’ he added. 
“ They 
foretell 
for 
him 
the 
most 
brilliant future.” 


He would be amazed, astounded and 
overwhelmed for its accom plishments 
are beyond the wildest imagining he 
might have dreamed. 
The book, therefore, shows us how 
far photography has come since 1855 
and is an indication of how much there 
is to look forward to as its rate of 
progress continues.

Citizens need 
straight talk 
on energy crisis

NKW YORK (AP) — One thing that 
the American people could use more 
than a pay raise or price cuts or even 
lower taxes is some straight talk from 
Washington on the energy crisis. 
In term s of economic impact from 
the shortage, the administration has 
withdrawn to the role of cheerleader or 
sideline critic of private forecasts. But 
it has come up with few specifics of its 
own. 
If the 8 per cent jobless forecasts of 
some economists are too high, as 
suggested by the ad m in istra tio n ’s 
experts, what should we expect? If 8 or 
9 per cent inflation isn’t to be expected, 
what is? 
The independent and academ ic 
economists have had a forecasting field 
day, many of them collecting sub­ 
stantial fees from private enterprise 
for providing their confidential advice. 
So many of these forecasts have 
become public in the past two weeks 
that it is possible to come up with 
something resembling a consensus: 
—The economy already was turning 
cold at the time of the Mideast oil 
cutback. Expansion would amount to 
only 3 per cent, or about half that of 
1973. The cutback has shaved that 
estimate in half. 
If the cutback continues beyond that 
point the economy could be tipped into 
a recession, which technically means 
two successive quarters of production 
declines. 
Regardless of how long the cutback 
lasts, unemployment most likely will 
rise substantially. The lower end of the 
range appears to be around 5.5 per 
cent, the upper limit about 8. The 
present rate is 4.5 per cent. 
Inflation, also regardless of how long 
(he cutback lasts, is expected to con­ 
tinue. The upper limit of forecasts 
appears to be a rate of about 8 or 9 per 
cent in the early months of 1974, tailing 
off thereafter on the assumption the 
cutback ends. 
Based on general forecasts such as 
these, and more specific forecasts for 
p a rtic u la r 
businesses 
and 
geographical 
a reas, 
industry 
is 
making its plans for 1974. But the 
message from Washington to the public 
is far less specific. 
In one breath Americans are urged to 
reduce heat, the amount of electricity 
used, the speed of their cars, the 
amount of gasoline used, but in another 
they are told the situation is under 
control. 
“ Above all, every step will be taken 
to insure that any disruptions to, qpr 
economy which may occur are shor 
Hived, and that they do not cause 
lasting dam age,’’ the President said in 
his most recent message. 
Whiie service stations are closing, 
the nation’s biggest car maker is 
cutting production and officials of the 
U.S. Postal Service say mail deliveries 
are disrupted, the President attempts 
to 
minimize the problem 
through 
rhetoric. 
Speaking to 
the S eafarers 
In­ 
ternational Union, he called the energy 
crush a temporary matter that might 
be cleared up in a year or so, despite 
contrary advice and warnings from 
members of his administration. 
“ We have a temporary problem, a 
problem that is going to exist for this 
year, perhaps somewhat longer,’’ said 
the President, without specifying how, 
even with an end to the Mideast cut­ 
back, this could be accomplished. 
What is needed by Americans and 
which is indeed their right and the 
government’s obligation, is a set of 
concise, honest estimates that will per­ 
mit them to make their plans.

Heating oil regulations explained 


By STAN B E N JA M IN 
Associated Press Writer 
W ASHINGTON (A P) - The White 
House proposed a heating oil rationing 
plan Tuesday under which home 
owners using oil must lower their ther­ 
mostats six degrees. All others using oil 
for heat must lower their thermostats 
ten degrees. 
Here, in question and answer form, is 
an explanation of the plan, subject to 
official revision before 
its 
final 
adoption. 
Q. Does absolutely everybody have to 
lower his heat? 
A. Not everybody. Just householders 
and building operators who heat with 
“ middle distillate fuel” that includes 
the usual “ Number Two” home heating 
oil, kerosene, range oil, stove oil and 
diesel fuel. Those who heat with natural 
gas, electricity, wood or some other 
fuel are requested to cut their fuel 
consumption but are not legally 
required to do so. 
Q. If I have to reduce my heating by 
government order, why don’t those 
others? 
A. Oil is a heating 
fuel 
whose 
deliveries can be controlled. It is much 
more difficult, in fact nearly 
im­ 
possible, to cut deliveries of electricity 
and natural gas for heating without 
creating serious problems and safety 
hazards. 
The 
adm inistration 
is 
studying ways to cut the use of elec­ 
tricity and natural gas, possibly by 
imposing some sort of tax or surcharge 
on excess consumption. But it has not 
yet come up with a plan. 
Q. What right does the government 
have to tell me how to heat my home? 
A. It has the legal authority, based on 
1973 amendments to the 1970 Economic 
Stabilization 
Act — the 
“ Eagleton 
Amendment” — to control the dis­ 
tribution of fuels. It has been con­ 
trolling distribution of home heating oil 
at the wholesale level since Nov. I. 
Now, it plans to extend that control to 
the final consumer. 
Q. Why is this necessary? 
A. Because the United States has 
been increasing its fuel demand faster 
than its supply. The Arab oil nations 
made our problem worse by cutting off 
their shipments of oil to the United 
States last October. Thus, the con­ 
sumption of all petroleum products —

gasoline, home heating oil, industrial 
oil diesel and jet fuel 
must be cut. 
Q. I wouldn’t mind turning down the 
thermostate a degree or two. but why 
six degrees? 
A. 
That's 
what 
the 
government 
figures it will take to save about 15 per 
cent of the distillate oils: a six-degree 
reduction in homes and ten degrees 
everywhere else. 
Q. President Nixon said Sunday night 
we should lower the heat six degrees to 
an average indoor temperature of 68 
degrees. We always keep the ther­ 
mostat at 68. Must we cut back? 
A. Yes. You will have to turn your 
thermostat down to 62. The regulation 
says: “ Each end-user must reduce his 
ambient indoor temperature by the 
appropriate amount, or take actions 
which will result in a fuel saving 
equivalent ..." 
Q. Who’s going to make me? 
A. Nobody. But if you don’t do it, 
you'll run out of fuel on a cold day. 
Q. But my dealer makes sure my oil 
tank is full. 
A. He won’t in the future. The first 
delivery he makes under this program, 
he will fill up your fuel tank. After that, 
he will figure out how much is needed to 
refill 
it, 
but 
he will 
subtract 
six 
degrees’ worth of fuel. It’s up to you to 
make it last until the next delivery. 
Q. If my dealer has to cut me back six 


degrees, how will be know where I set 
my thermostat last winter? 
A. He doesn't have to know that. He 
knows how much fuel you used in 
December and January, because he 
sold it to you He can figure out how 
much fuel your house used on a cold 
day a year ago, and, based on the 
current weather, he can figure out how 
much fuel your home would normally 
have used. Then he would subtract 
enough fuel for six degrees of heating, 
and deliver the result. 
Q. What if I own a new house with oil 
heat and don't have a dealer or a record 
of a normal fuel use? 
A Each state is expected to set up 
local boards, appointed by each 
governor, to assign dealers to new 
customers. The regulations say new oil 
heaters w ill be allowed to operate at 
normal levels for a while to establish 
their performance, and then will be cut 
back six degrees or ten degrees like 
everyone else. 
Q 
What if I think a six-degree 
reduction is too low'? 
A. If you believe you really need 
more fuel than you are allotted, you can 
apply for relief to one of the local 
boards. If a local board recommends a 
special allocation, a federal petroleum 
allocation officer in your state can 
grant it and direct your dealer to give 
vou more fuel.

If council is to accomplish 
anything it must have the complete 
backing of the student body. Com­ 
munication between students and 
council and between the council and the 
faculty is the goal of Student Council, 
but it cannot be reached without your 
support.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Former 
astronaut John Glenn won the en­ 
dorsement of the Franklin County

He has the 
reported backing of organized labor— 
which he represented for several years 
as an attorney—and the administration 
of Gov. John Gilligan. 
Pork and beef 
supply boost 
to cut prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Larger 
supplies and lower live-animal prices 
should be reflected next year in lower 
retail pork and beef prices after prices 
“rise a little again this winter,” the 
Agriculture Department’s Outlook and 
Situation Board says. 
The department said Tuesday that its 
monthly marketbasket survey turned 
up the first decline in retail beef prices 
in 13 months. 
The board’s report later in the day 
explained that disruptions in the 
marketing cycle this summer will 
constrict supplies a little this winter 
before larger production next spring 
and summer. 
However, the board 
said, 
“ if 
economic conditions in 1974 slow more 
than now anticipated, as a result of the 
energy crisis, consumer demand may 
not be as strong as our price forecasts 
indicate.” 
Per 
capita 
m eat 
consumption 
already is down 12 pounds this year 
below last year’s 189 pounds, it said, 
and pork is liable to stay down while 
beef 
rises. 
Both 
hog 
and 
cattle 
slaughters now are above the summer 
levels but substantially below 1972 
rates. 
And, “although feed prices have 
subsided somewhat from midsummer 
highs, hog producers are still not 
planning to expand production,” it 
said. 
The board also pointed out, as the 
m arketbasket surveyors did, the 
“ retail m argins rem ain unusually 
wide.” 
For pork, for example, the farm- 
wholesale spread fell 29.4 per cent from 
September to October to a point 32.5 per 
cent below October 1972. But the 
wholesale-retail spread was 76 per cent 
higher than 1972, boosting the retail 
price nine cents last month. Compared 
with price-frozen July, the wholesale- 
retail spread rose 148.8 per cent. 


The 16-member county screening 
committee said in a resolution that 
Glenn’s qualifications for U.S. senator 
are “unsurpassed by any other po­ 
tential candidate for that office.” 
The resolution went to the Franklin 
County Democratic Executive Com­ 
mittee, which meets Dec. ll to make its 
formal recommendations to the state 
party. 
Glenn and Metzenbaum are the 
frontrunners for the nomination to seek 
the Senate seat now held by Republican 
Sen. William Saxbe, who plans to retire 
regardless of whether his nomination 
for U. S. attorney general wins con­ 
firmation.

It is an ancient privilege — & ac­ 
corded to kibitzers and irate partners 
alike — to point out, after play is 
completed, hoto declarer should have 
played the hand he just finished but­ 
chering. 
In fact, I have it on good authority 
that this right to criticize declarer and 
call attention to his inadequacy — after 
seeing all 52 cards — was exacted from 


King John at Runnymede when he 
signed the Magna Charta in 1215. 
Be that as it may, this practice of 
double-dummying

and 
teaching him the fine points of the 
game still goes on to this day. 
All of which leads us to this hand 
where kibitzer, butcher, declarer and 
teacher are all challenged to make ten 
tricks with spades as trump. 
This is strictly a double-dummy 
proposition, which means you can 
study all four hands and take ad­ 
vantage of what you see. Best defense 
is of course assumed. 
To get right to the meat of the matter, 
to make the contract you must win the 
heart lead with the ace and be sure to 
play the king on it! 
This unusual play, by which you 
voluntarily increase your four losers to 
five, permits the hand to be made. 
Without it you are sure to go down. 
After this oddity you draw three 
rounds of trumps, cash the minor suit 
aces, and put West back on lead with a 
heart. You now let him win the next two 
heart leads, discarding two diamonds 
from dummy and two clubs from your 
hand. 
Then you claim the balance, for you 
can ruff two diamonds in dummy and 
two clubs in your hand.

Aspirin Does Not Harm Heart 
I have been told to take at least 15 to 
20 tablets of aspirin a day for arthritis. 
Isn’t this an unheard of amount? 
Mrs. O.R.W., Min. 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
No, this amount of aspirin for ar­ 
thritis is not at all unusual. 
It is a common misconception that 
aspirin “harms the heart.” This is 
probably what frightens many people. 
There is no validity to this. 
Aspirin, even in far greater doses, 
can be used with safety under a doc­ 
tor’s supervision. 


It should be noted, however, that 
aspirin is never prescribed by doctors 
for patients with internal bleeding 
tendencies, a history of peptic ulcer of 
the stomach or duodenum, or im­ 
mediately after most types of surgery. 


Aspirin is a remarkable drug when 
used in adequate amounts for some 
types of arthritis. Its function is not 
only to relieve the pain, but it also 
seems to have a beneficial effect on the 
basic condition. 
You can be certain that your doctor 
considered every aspect of your con­ 
dition before suggesting that relatively 
moderate dose of aspirin.

The only way I 
feel comfortable is by using large 
quantities of eye makeup.

Dear Miss F.: 
My first reaction is the possibility 
that the large quantities of eye makeup 
that you have been using may them­ 
selves be responsible for perpetuating 
this condition. 
It is well known that allergy to 
cosmetics can irritate the lids and the 
delicate conjunctiva. 
Other factors, of course, must be 
ruled 
out. 
Low-grade 
infection, 
irritation by dust and smoke, un­ 
corrected visual disturbances, 
and 
scalp and skin conditions may cause 
the chronic redness of your eyes. 
Hair sprays, hair dyes, and finger­ 
nail polish can also be incriminated. 
Ruling these out one by one may 
bring to light the basic cause. 
Smears and cultures may show a 
chronic bacterial infection which, with 
adequate treatment, can be controlled. 


Is “plague” the same as “cholera”?

Dear Mr. W.: 
Both are infectious diseases caused 
by 
bacteria. 
“Plague,” known as 
“bubonic plague” or “black death,” 
has been virtually eradicated by the 
extermination of rodents. 
Cholera is transmitted through fecal 
contamination of food and water. 
The World Health Organization and 
its medical facilities are remarkably 
effective in controlling mass epidemics 
of these diseases.

Gilligan to seek 
energy authority 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. John 
Gilligan will ask the legislature con­ 
vening Jan. 2 for authority to reduce 
Ohio speed limits and to follow through 
with other energy-saving actions or­ 
dered by President Nixon. 
Robert Tenenbaum, Gilligan’s press 
secretary, said Tuesday that despite 
rising demands for lower speed limits 
to save fuel, the governor presently 
lacks authority to act. 
Gilligan pointed out at a recent news 
conference that only the legislature can 
lower limits on state highways unless 
the act was required to guard public 
health and safety. The governor said 
his powers to act are primarily ad­ 
ministrative. 


Under an emergency bill passed by 
the U.S. Senate and pending in the U.S. 
House, the President would be em­ 
powered to require lower speed limits 
and other acts such as the closing of 
gasoline stations on Sundays. 
Most service station operators in 
Ohio have indicated a willingness to 
comply with Sunday closing voluntarily 
before it is made mandatory by emer­ 
gency federal law. 
Safety officials indicate, however, 
that a majority of the motorists so far 
are not complying with recommended 
50 mile per hour speed limits. 


Under 
the 
pending 
federal 
legislation, the President would be 
given two weeks after its enactment to 
issue his emergency orders. 
He could order a 50 mile per hour 
speed on 
Interstate highways, 
but 
apparently 
not on state 
highways 
where the limits are set by state law, 
Tenenbaum explained. Gilligan will 
ask the legislature for the authority 
needed. Tenenbaum said. 
In addition, any other presidential 
order which runs afoul of existing state 
law would require an act 
of the 
legislature empowering the governor to 
follow through, the press secretary 
said. 
Gilligan 
has 
no 
plan 
to 
call 
lawmakers into special session prior to 
their regularly scheduled session Jan. 
2. The reason is that the federal 
legislation, which went 
before the 
House only Tuesday, probably will not 
be in effect much before the first of the 
year. 
In addition to the two weeks given the 
President to issue his orders, the 
legislation as now written provides that 
the states must be given eight weeks to 
comply with any such orders. 
The House is not expected to have 
the bill 
ready for the President’s 
signature tor two or three weeks, 
leaders said.

Kissinger sets NATO trip, 


look-in at Mideast meeting 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger will hit the 
road again next month for a NATO 
ministers meeting in Brussels and 
possibly another swing through the 
Mideast 
to 
boost 
chances 
for 
a 
productive 
peace 
conference 
in 
Geneva. 
He also is likely to wind up in the 
Swiss city to see the talks through their 
opening phase, officials said. 
The Brussels visit Dec. IO and ll is 
considered 
essential 
to 
prom ote 
Kissinger’s proposed new three-sided 
relationship between the United States, 
western Europe and Japan. 
The response in the alliance to 
Kissinger’s call last April has been 
slow. On top of that, most of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization members 
differed with the United States over its 
support for Israel during the October 
war. 
Kissinger’s globe-trotting personal 
diplomacy earlier this month produced 
a cease-fire agreement between Egypt 
and Israel that set the stage for the 
peace conference. 
Now that it probably will begin Dec. 
18 in Geneva officials said Kissinger is 
considering a 
return 
session 
with 
President Anwar Sadat in Cairo before­ 
hand. If he sees Sadat he will go this 
time to Jerusalem or Tel Aviv to see 
Prime Minister Golda Meir as well. 
Somewhere along the line Kissinger 
is also expected to take his roadshow to 
London for a speech to the Pilgrim 
Society, a group dedicated to Anglo- 
American friendship. 
And he probably will make a stop in 
Madrid to brief Spanish leaders about 
the NATO session. 
Meanwhile, 
U.S. 
officials 
expect 
Egyptian and Israeli generals now- 
meeting near Suez to agree by next 
week to some pullback of their armies 
from positions taken during the war. 
Although Israeli leaders have said 
there 
can 
be 
no 
substantive 
ag reem en ts before their year-end 
national 
elections, a 
mutual 
with­
